feeding them. Instead, when the 
family come around to visit, the 
kids can play on the lawn with 
the rats.” 

Harlow Council ploughed 
£80,000 into the restoration to 
transform the neglected pond 
into an aesthetic park feature. 

Norman continued: “We are 
scared that they might start to 
come into our house. We have a 
lot of children coming round 
but we don’t want the kids to 
play on the lawn with the rats. 

“We were not very pleased 
because we feel like they [the 
council] should do something 
because it was them that started 
the problem. They 
have done noth- 
ing 


The work on the pond 
included building fishing plat¬ 
forms, removing trees and 
introducing new aquatic plant¬ 
ing schemes. 

Councillor Danny Purton, 
portfolio holder for Environ¬ 
ment, said: “Unfortunately 
when major restoration work of 
this kind takes place it can dis¬ 
turb the local wildlife. 

Control 

“We are getting reports of rats 
around Oakwood Pond and the 
cycle track. In response, a 
rodent control programme is in 
hand. A Pest Control Officer 
will be visiting the area to look 
at the boundary with local 
homes to see if rats are possibly 
entering gardens. 

“We do charge residents for 
pest control treatments on 
private property. 

“However, if we find that 
rats are linked to the pond area 
and the recent work they will

with within our 
rodent control programme.”

A MAN from Harlow has

Harlow store not among the 26 closing

HUNDREDS of Toys ‘R’ Us 
employees are at risk of redund¬ 
ancy after the firm revealed it 
planned to shut 26 shops. 

In a statement released on 
Monday, a spokesman for the 
international retailer confirmed 
the move was part of its project to 
‘transform’ the popular toy super¬ 
store amid fierce online compet¬ 
ition. 

As many as 800 members of 
staff are at risk of losing their jobs 
as the firm tackles “its ware- 
house-style stores that are too 
expensive to run”. 

There is a Toys ‘R’ Us store at 
the Queensgate Centre in Edin¬ 
burgh Way, Harlow, but fortu¬ 
nately it is not among the shops 
that will be closing. 

The announcement comes 
three months after the big box 
retailer filed for bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection in the US and Canada after 
admitting it had been struggling 
with £3.6 billion debt and com-

petition from the likes of Amazon 
and Walmart, reports Mirror 
Online. At the time, it said stores 
in the UK would be unaffected by 
changes in the US, adding that it’s 
“business as usual”. 

However, on Friday rumours 
began to circulate that ‘hundreds’ 
of jobs could be at risk over poten¬ 
tial Toys ‘R’ Us closures. 

Up to 26 branches are to be 
closed in spring next year, with 
business as usual expected 
through the Christmas period and 
into the New Year. 

A comment said the closures 
are part of a “plan to transform 
the business to meet the evolving 
needs of customers in today’s UK 
retail market”. 

It added that there will be no 


disruption for customers shop¬ 
ping through the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

Steve Knights, of Toys ‘R’ Us 
UK, said: “All of our stores across 
the UK remain open for business 
as normal through Christmas and 
well into the New Year. Customers 
can also continue to shop online 
and there will be no changes to 
our returns policies or gift cards 
across this period.” 

Sad 

Hannah Maundrell, editor in 
chief of money.co.uk, said: “It’s 
sad but not surprising that Toys 
‘R’ Us are closing stores. 

“Since filing for bankruptcy in 
the US in September all eyes have 
been on the toys retailer and with 
the current economic climate, 
their out-of-town stores simply 
have not been able to compete 
with the online market space. 

“It’s undoubtedly distressing 
news for employees of Toys ‘R’ Us 
and their families, especially 
because their fates with the busi¬ 
ness are currently uncertain.”

“We want our students to be 
aware there are people around 
them who are not as privileged as 
themselves; that could include 
their friends in school without 
them even realising. It’s showing 
them that, as a school, we can 
support people in this way.”

ESSEX is set to face an Arctic 
blast bringing sub-zero 
temperatures and freezing snow 
showers.

Budget makes 
poor worse off 

YET again the poor will be worse 
off after the Budget. It is 


estimated that the four million 
children living in poverty in the 
UK, one of the wealthiest 
countries of the world, will at the 
present rate rise by a further 
million. 

Why is this? 

The Government claims that 
the raising of the income tax 


threshold has helped the poorest. 
No it hasn’t. 

When it was first raised the 
poorest benefited nothing, for 
their income was already so low 
they didn’t pay income tax. 

Those who were paying a 
small amount were slightly 
better off that year but of course 
the following year gained 
nothing when the threshold was 
again raised. 

The wealthier have gained 
each time the threshold was 
raised and continue to do so. 

The main problem however 
was that most of the poorest 
were on benefit and those whose 
income went up slightly in the 
gain from income tax found 
that for every £1 they gained, 65p 
was taken from their rent rebate 
and a further 20p from their 


council tax allowance, leaving 
them 15p. 

On top of this, prices rose, and 
benefits and services were cut, 
making life increasingly 
difficult. 

One other result of the change 
is that the poor who give to 
charity but no longer pay 
income tax, (though of course 
they pay other taxes), can no 
longer gift aid and have 25p 
added to every pound of their 
gifts. 

So the £ of the poor is worth 
less than the £ of the rich, 
despite the fact that the poor 
give proportionately more to 
charity than do the rich and at 
greater sacrifice.

Neglected parkland brought back to life 


H istoric Harlow 

parkland that has been 
part of the town for 
centuries is being 
restored thanks to an £80,000 
project funded by Harlow 
Council and Essex County 
Council. 

Oakwood Pond, situated near 
Princess Alexandra Hospital in 
Little Parndon, has been 
transformed thanks to a project 
being completed by Harlow 
Council in partnership with the 
county council, contractors and 
local volunteers. 

The pond and surrounding 
area has a rich history, possibly 
dating back as far as the 1100s as 
a ‘stew pond’ for the Canons 
Brook monastery and later 
forming part of the grounds of 
Upper House in the 1700s. 

Unfortunately, in recent years, 
the area has been neglected and 
had fallen into disrepair; 
however the work carried out 
has helped to unearth this 
beautiful area once again. 

Restoration 

The site is now on the way to 
returning to its former state, 
with the original parkland being 
restored, flood protection for 
homes in Canons Brook and Fold 
Croft in place and the general 
environment being improved for 
both wildlife and local people. 

Work began on the first phase 
in September and ran for around 
six weeks. Council officers, 
contractors and volunteers all 
worked together to: 

■ Remove excess trees and 
vegetation, opening up the area 
again and reinstating the 


original pond for local flooding 
prevention 

■ Reintroduce the water supply 
to the pond by reconnecting 
spring water 

■ Introduce new aquatic plants 

■ Create a diverse range of 
water, vegetation and wood 
based habitats for wildlife and 
further restore the parkland 

■ Improve access for the local 
community to and through the 
site from Upper Park to Harlow 
Town Centre and the hospital 

■ Create disabled access points, 
fishing platforms and a new 
360m access loop/footpath 
around the pond 

■ Build a 30m boardwalk across 
a section of the pond 

■ Install a number of bird boxes 
around the pond 

■ Create a balancing pond 
planted with reeds to add to the 
biodiversity and filter the 
incoming water supply 

The new fishing platforms, 
which are available and suitable 
for people of all abilities to use, 
will also be used by the Stort 
Valley Angling Society to help 
teach young people and people 
with disabilities to fish when the 
pond is ready to be restocked. 

To celebrate the work which 
has taken place, a special 
opening event has been held, 
which was attended by 
councillors, volunteers, 
contractors and local residents. 

Mike, who is one of the 
volunteers working on the site, 
said: “It’s been hard work, but 
very satisfying when you 
consider the state of it several 



months ago. The whole place has 
been opened up, more wildlife is 
going to come in, the fishing is 
going to come back - it’s a 
neglected piece of Harlow that 
has now been brought back to 
life.” 

Councillor Danny Purton, 
Portfolio Holder for 
Environment, said: “Oakwood 
Pond will be a place for residents 
to enjoy once again and provide 
educational opportunities for 
local people. It is also another 
great example of local volunteers 
and council staff working 


together to improve our town. 

“The plan is that this project 
will pave the way to make 
further improvements to the 
area in future. Once the water 
levels have increased and a 
natural food supply has been 
established, the pond can be 
restocked with fish. 

“This is an area that has 
unfortunately been neglected 
over the years but, by working 
together with local organisations 
we can make this place really 
special and somewhere for 
everyone to enjoy.”

BLADE OF THE IMMORTAL 
(18) ★★★★★ 

T his is cult Japanese 

director Takashi Mike’s 
100th film and there’s 
no sign of him 
mellowing with age. 
Blade Of The Immortal is a 
riotous, outrageously violent 
revenge movie in which Miike 
stacks up a body count many 
times higher than his film tally. 

His prolific output, which 
began with TV and straight-to- 
video work in the 1980s and 
1990s, spans various genres 
but the enduring themes of 
violence and body horror are 
never far away and they’re very 
much dead centre in Blade Of 
The Immortal. 

After a furious battle against 


a horde of warriors to avenge 
his sister’s death, skilled 
samurai Manji (Takuya 
Kimura) is nursed by a 
mysterious goddess called 
Yaobikuni (Yoko Yamamoto) 
who puts blood worms into his 
body which give him 
miraculous healing powers. 

Now an immortal, he can 
overcome any injury and as a 
result is pretty much 
unbearable in battle. 

He teams up with Bin (Hana 
Sugisaki) to help her get 
revenge on a group ruthless 
swordsmen, led by the 
fearsome Anotsu (Sota 
Fukushi), who killed her 
parents. 

A series of brutal, bloody and 
often bizarre fights ensue as 
Manji and Rin close in on 
Anotsu and his followers in a 


battle royale of a finale. 

This sort of thing isn’t 
everyone’s cup of tea, but if 
you like ludicrously 
entertaining samurai movies 
steeped in over-the-top, 
comic-book violence then 
you’ll love it. Indeed, Mike’s 
film is based on an 
enormously popular Manga 
comic book that ran from 1993 
to 2012, and it has the extreme 
characters and heavily stylised 
sequences you’d expect from 
that art form. 

The film version is certainly 
not restricted by 
considerations of realism or 
concessions to credibility and 
it’s very different to elegant 
martial arts movies from the 
Chinese wuxia tradition like 
Crouching Tiger Hidden Tiger, 
Hero and House Of The Flying 


Daggers which were popular 
with Western audiences in the 
early 2000s. 

This is rougher, readier fare, 
a bone-crunching samurai film 
with plenty of black humour 
running through it. 

Which isn’t to say it isn’t 
great to look at. Some of the 
fight scenes are breathtaking 
works of action and 
choreography - the opening 
black and white sequence 
alone is a thing of brutal 
beauty while the final 
showdown involves 300 people 
and took two weeks to film. 

But Miike doesn’t linger too 
long on stunning landscapes 
or striking backdrops... there’s 
the bloody business of revenge 
to be getting on with after all. 
And he gets on with it very 
well. 


Classic wartime fantasy back on the big screen 



Michael Powell and Emeric 
Pressburger's classic 
wartime fantasy A Matter 
Of Life And Death returns 
to the big screen from this 
Friday, December 8, with a 
lush 4K restoration. 

An enduring favourite

Charming tale of 
innocence lost

BRIGSBY BEAR (15) ★★★★★ 


WHAT a strange, sweet film Brigsby Bear is, a 
debut feature from Saturday Night Live 
director Dave McCary that tackles tricky 
subject matter in an unusual and original way. 

Given the film's premise, which is pretty 
dark, this could have been an intense 
psychological drama but what McCary gives us 
instead is a lo-fi charmer of a movie with an 
unashamedly feelgood finale. 

In the opening scenes, we see what seems to 
be a post-apocalyptic family scene, seemingly 
a son and parents in some sort of bunker that's 
their refuge from a poisoned world (they wear 
gas masks when they go outside their remote 
home). 

James (Kyle Mooney), the son, is obsessed 
with a cheesy sci-fi show called Brigsby Bear 
which follows the adventures of the titular 
ursine as he battles intergalactic evil. James's 
world is turned upside down when police raid 
the home and it's revealed that Ted and April 
Mitchum (Mark Hammil and Jane Adams) 
aren't his parents but abducted him when he 
was little. The post-apocalyptic scenario was 
contrived to keep him in the bunker and the 
Brigsy Bear show was a homemade effort by 
Ted to keep him entertained. 

Returned to his real family after police 
interrogation, James (who's in his twenties at 
least, but emotionally much younger) 
understandably struggles to adapt and won't 
let go of the Brigsby Bear character to such an 
extent that he persuades the new friends he 
makes to carry on the intergalactic adventures 
in their own homemade show. 

Brigsby Bear could have been a chilling 
examination of abduction and its effects along 
the lines of recent films like Room or even 13 
Cloverfield Lane, but instead it focuses on 
James and his way of coping with the freedom 
that he never knew he was missing out on in 
the first place. 

He's a man-child, an innocent who was 
caught up in an 80s timewarp in the bunker 
and now he's adjust not just to freedom but 
modern life and socialising with other people. 
This is all really nicely observed, from his 
comical attempts to mix with others to winning 
them over and getting them on board to film 
more Brigsby Bear footage. 

This sweet-natured film reminded me of 
Napoleon Dynamite and Be Kind Rewind and 
has the kind of lo-fi charm that and retro 
flavour that will make it a cult favourite in 
years to come.

The sons of music legend Roy Orbison talk 

to MARION McMullen about music, 
memories and next year's hologram tour 


What is your earliest memory 
of your father singing? 

ROY Jr (aged 47): The first thing 
that jumps out would he in 
London. We were probably at the 
Mayfair Hotel or one of the two or 
three big hotels we stayed in. 

1 would've been two or three 
years old and 1 remember they 
wouldn't let me go to the show. 

1 was just lying on the bed and 1 
remember 1 could feel the floor 
shaking and the people clapping 
and everything. 

1 just 1 wanted to go down there 
so badly and 1 fell asleep to Roy 
Orbison music. It's nice to fall 
asleep to. It was so soothing. 

ALEX (aged 42): 1 remember 
getting pulled up to do a bow - 
being about three - and just seeing 
all of those people looking back. 

That was in the UK as well and it 
was amazing how hard everyone 
clapped. It was stunning. 

WESLEY (aged 52): He came to 
pick me up on his motorcycle, we 
rode to the top of the hill and he 
started singing Yellow Submarine 
and 1 thought it odd. 

1 said: "Are you just making that 
up on the spot?" and he said "No, 
it's a song by a really terrific famous 
band called The Beatles.” 

Was music always around 
growing up? 

ROY Jr: 1 grew up on the back of a 
tour bus. 1 slept more nights than 
not in the studio, so 1 remember 
living in the music studios, and 
there was always a guitar in the 
room. 

Roy always left a guitar nearby 
and 1 still sleep with a guitar 
nearby. 1 have a guitar in every 
room of my house right now so 1 
don't have to go searching. 

ALEX: Life revolved around the 
turntable and music and people 
coming by to write music or play 
music or wanting to do music 




business, and so 1 think it was all 
encompassing. 

WESLEY: For me it was a little 
more of a solitary experience. 

1 had a record player and some of 
my dad's records hanging around 
and a Johnny Cash record and a 
Jerry Lee Lewis record and Merle 
Haggard, who was one of my 
grandfather's favourites. 

He played that quite a bit. 

When did you start playing 
music yourselves? 

ROY Jr: Well, 1 have a son, Roy 111, 
and he's one year old, and we have 
him on this new Royal 
Philharmonic 
Orchestra 
album, A Love 
So Beautiful. 

At 10 months 
old, he plays on 
the song Oh, 

Pretty Woman so 
we have three 
generations of 
Roy Orbisons on 
this album. 

Our dad 
was a passive 
aggressive dad. 

He didn't push it on us, he just 
made it easy to choose music. 

He gave me a guitar for my fifth 
birthday so 1 could say 1 started at 
five, but 1 remember sneaking in 
and playing with his guitar earlier 
than that. 

ALEX: 1 think 1 was three, right? 1 
remember my hands were too 
small to get on the guitar. 

First they wanted me to play the 
violin! 1 had to have a sponge to go 
on the chin holder because it was 
too far away because 1 was so small. 

1 was legitimately the worst violin 
player probably ever. 

It made me much more 
comfortable when 1 got to drums a 
little while later. 

WESLEY: 1 always sang for as long

as 1 could remember, but dad said 
if 1 wanted to get into writing songs 
and all that 1 should learn an 
instrument and be able to 
accompany myself. 1 think it was 
probably close to my 18th birthday 
when 1 got a guitar and then it 
started pretty full on. 

What was it like hearing songs 
like Only The Lonely, Crying 
and In Dreams played by the 
orchestra for the first time on 
the album? 

ALEX: 1 literally cried. 
It's strange but 1 don't 
know what the tears 
are, because they're 
not sad tears. 

It's just so beautiful 
that it moved me to 
tears the first time. 

When we were sat 
around, 1 remember 
seeing these guys get a 
little misty, and 1 
thought 'Good, it's not 
just me.' 

How will the hologram tour 
work next year? 

ALEX: By sheer entertainment 
magic. We can't get too deeply into 
how it'll work, but we can say that 
it's gonna work well. 

The tour will be our father 
walking out on stage as a hologram 
surrounded by the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra playing 
the arrangements that are on the 
record with our dad's vocals. 

To have the Roy Orbison concert 
experience again will be incredible 
for people, and for me personally. 

If it passes muster with me then 
I'm confident it's gonna pass 
muster with other people, even the 
people who have seen many, many, 
many shows. 


ROY Jr: 1 was sold when they first 
described it and said 'Here's the 
way it's gonna go, your dad's gonna 
walk to the centre...' He's gonna 
walk?! What else is he gonna do? 1 
was blown away just from that. 

That's like Darth Vader walking 
into the room! He's gonna walk into 
the centre of the stage? I'm gonna 
have goosebumps already. 

What Is the best piece of advice 
your father ever gave you? 

ALEX: 1 was a famous shortcutter, 
like 1 would try to stack all the 
plates on the table so it would only 
take one run to the dishwasher, and 
he must've sympathised with that 
and he said, "When you do 
something, do it 100%, even 110%. 

"Give it your all, so you don't 
have to come back and mess with it 
later, because those shortcuts end 
up meaning more time later." 

1 didn't figure that out until 1 was 
35 years old, and now those words 
echo in my head. 

WESLEY: Choose your friends 
wisely. 

ROY Jr: He had so many bits of 
advice. He was very, very smart, 
but one thing that I think about 
more and more as 1 get older was 
that he said, "Son, the surest way to 
poverty is to become a poet or a 
jazz musician.” 

All these years later. I'm kind of a 
poet and a jazz musician.

What is certain is that this is the 
perfect calling card to the band's tour 
dates next year. Hearing these songs 
performed live is going to be special. 

MIGUEL-WAR & LEISURE 
★★★★★ 

FOLLOWING the darkly 
intense 2015 R&B 
masterpiece Wildheart, 

Miguel makes his much 
longed for return with 
his fourth studio album, bringing with 
him his signature R&B/rock infusion 
style, tinged with psychedelia, dreamy 
interludes and soft vocals. 

There are serious party vibes in War 
& Leisure, but fewer lyrics about love 
and death and, overall, the album 
seems to be more leisure than war. 

Miguel's more positive stance on life 
is clear, but the most notable change is 
how he's taken his vocals to another 
level. He hits the challenging notes 
soulfully, effortlessly. Hints of bird song 
and harps and hazy echoes give the 
album a heavenly feel - it's a strong 
progression and displays his maturity 
as an artist. 

VAN MORRISON - VERSATILE 
★★★★★ 

WITH Versatile, Van 
Morrison brings out his 
third album of the year 
with a nostalgic 
melange of swing 

classics and freshly-penned pastiches. 

The band is vibrant and fresh, and 
Van's voice - though a little reaching at 
times - remains as charming as ever. 

It is during such jazz standards as 
Gershwin's A Foggy Day and Bye Bye 
Blackbird that Morrison shows the 
strengths and limitations of a triple¬ 
album year. Both will be well-loved by 
the collectors and the long-time fans, 
but will draw no new listeners with 
their tried and tested formulae. 

Though his covers are somewhat 
unimaginative (another recording of 
Unchained Melody?) he proves his 
already stunning compositional 
credentials by restoring an unfettered 
quality that harks back to his prime.

It's time to get your skates on for the return of 
Dancing On Ice. Olympic gold stars Torvill and 
Dean tell MARION MCMULLEN why they are 
taking it ice and easy this time around 


Does it seem like nearly 
four years since you last 
did Dancing On Ice? 

CHRISTOPHER DEAN: The break 
has really helped. We got to a point 
where we felt we couldn't do 
anything more with the show. It felt 
it had reached its potential and we 
thought we had done everything 
possible. It was also 30 years since 
our Olympic win as well and it just 
seemed a poignant moment to step 
back. I think the hiatus has been 
good for the show and it will come 
back really fresh. It left on a really 
good note, high up there, and it will 
come back bigger and stronger. 

What did you get up to during 
your Dancing On Ice break? 

lAYNE TORVILL: Chris and I did 
panto ... on rollerblades. That was 
quite challenging. We also had to 
learn lots of lines, but we did enjoy 
it. It was good fun, but it was hard 
work doing two shows every day. 
CHRISTOPHER: I do choreography 
for professional skaters as well. I've 
got quite a few teams going to the 
Winter Olympics in February. 

What is it like bringing the 
show back again? 

CHRISTOPHER: ITV got in touch 
with us about a year ago and we 
started talks about how we could 
bring it back in 2018. 
lAYNE: (Laughs) We didn't have to 
think about it. We are absolutely 
thrilled that Dancing On Ice is 
coming back and there is a lot of 
excitement and energy about it with 
celebrities like Great British Bake 
Off's Candice Brown, Love 
Island winner Kem Cetinay and 
Coronation Street's Brooke Vincent 
and Antony Cotton announced. We 
haven't seen any of the contestants 
- we want to be impartial and wait 
until the first show. I am interested 
to see Candice. She comes from a 
totally different area, but she's 
probably quite competitive. 
CHRISTOPHER: I'm a big Corrie 
fan, so I can't wait to see how 
Antony and Brooke get on. 

What is different this 
time around? 

lAYNE: We are the judges this time. 


We were on the creative side last 
time doing choreography and 
performing. It was very intense 
work week-in-week-out, but now we 
will only be required on a Sunday to 
judge the routines. 

CHRISTOPHER: The heart of the 
show will still be the same. 
Celebrities dancing on ice with the 
potential to get better with more 
and more difficult routines. There 
will also be some twists and turns 
along the way. 

What kind of judges 
will you be? 

CHRISTOPHER: Very 
compassionate. I think the 
whole point is to be 
honest. If they are doing a 
great job and look really 
strong and enthusiastic 
that is great but if they 
seem like they need 
help we can point 
them in the right 
direction and say 
what they need to 
work on to learn to 
be confident. But, 
at the end of the 
day, most of all 
we will be 
honest. We also 
have Diversity's 
Ashley Banjo as a 
judge and I think 
he will bring a 
contemporary feel 
and lason Gardiner is 
back. (Laughs) lason 
will be lason. 

Do celebrities realise how tough 
the competition can be? 

lAYNE: I don't think they realise 
how many hours they have to put in. 
They also have new skates, so that's 
going to be painful, and they are 
going have blisters, but they still 
have to put in the hours in to do the 
basics. 

CHRISTOPHER: There is no magic 
bullet. It's two hours a day, six days a 
week. If they want to do more that's 
only going to be better. 

Which celebrities have stood 
out for you over the years? 

lAYNE: Each series there 


are a few stand out people. 
CHRISTOPHER: Ray Quinn was a 
stand out one and (laughs) I 
suppose Todd Carty as well but for 
the wrong reasons. 

You will also be touring the UK 
next March and April with 27 
arena dates of Dancing On Ice 
Live. What is it like doing the 
live shows? 

lAYNE: Audiences love hearing the 
swish of the skates on the ice and it's 
all so much faster than it appears on 
TV. The first half of the show will be 
the competition and Chris and I will 
be both hosting and judging and 
audiences will get to text their votes 


as well. It could be a different 
champion every night. 

Do you think Dancing On Ice has 
led to more people skating? 

lAYNE: I think following the 2006 
series you did see people going into 
ice rinks a lot more and that's when 
pop-up ice rinks started in places 
like Somerset House, the Natural 
History Museum and all around the 
country, and that has continued. It's 
great.

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Ross Noble is out of his natural habitat for his new TV motorcycle series, Ross Noble: Off Road, taking on the Scottish 
Six Days Trial. The stand-up comic tells GEMMA DUNN performing in front of massive audiences is easy, but... 


You're a self-confessed bike fan, 
but the Scottish Six Days Trial is 
famously tough. How did you find 
yourself involved? 

IT happened because I was racing 
dirt bikes and I'd done Enduro 
Extreme, where you're racing bikes, 
but over massive obstacles. 

All the guys that were really good at 
those races were trials riders, so I 
became a bit obsessed with trying to 
get as good as I could. Then I started 
doing local competitions, so the 
natural thing - and the way that I 
always do everything - was instead of 
going 'Oh yeah this is fun' I'll go, 
'Right, what's the hardest thing, the 
most extreme version of this that we 
can possibly do?' So yeah I just went, 
'Stuff it, let's give it a go'. 

How did it compare to what you 
thought it would be? 

I KNEW it would be hard, but I 
thought it would be much more 
light-hearted. When I've done 
extreme races in the past, there's 
been a real sense of fun about it, a 
real sense of people just having a go 
and having a laugh, but actually with 
Scotland, everybody up there was 
deadly serious. 

You say in the first episode that 
you're in over your head. Was 
there ever a point when you felt 
like giving up? 

WELL that's sort of what the series is 
about, really, because as it goes on, it 
doesn't get any easier. 

Physically and mentally, it's that 
thing of, are you going to walk away 
from it? Are you going to go, 'This is 
too hard'? It's more about how my 
relationship with lames, my mate 
that I was doing it with, started to get 
stretched. 

It's also that thing of, we're making 
a documentary and the event is six 
days long - what happens if you don't 
make it to the end? 

Do you need to be a fan of the 
sport to watch the show? 

INITIALLY, we wanted to make a 
bike show but we decided it was 
much more of a comedy show. We 
had a lot more stuff where we were 
doing silly challenges and stuff, 
preparing for the trials, before we got 
up there. 

What we found was it was such a 
compelling story of a bunch of mates 
and the relationship between two 
friends, that it actually became 
something else. 

How did you find riding in front of 
the crowds? You're no stranger 
to an audience, having embarked 
on 150-date stand-up tours. 

IT'S totally different and that's what 
we tried to show - the fact that the 
whole thing was really intense, 
especially with people watching. 

I've been performing since I was a 
kid; I've put in my hours, so that 
doesn't even register. I know that the 
idea of public speaking strikes fear 
into some people's hearts, but I can 
go on stage in front of thousands of 
people and not even bat an eyelid. 

It's just what I do. Whereas riding a 
motorbike over a load of boulders.

You've been performing for 
nearly three decades... 

IT'S amazing. I am loving it. I think 
it's one of those things where you just 
do it gig by gig, tour by tour, and it's 
only when you start looking back that 
you go, 'Oh blimey, that's quite a 
thing; 

At the moment. I'm having a bit of 
a break from stand-up, because I am 
doing Young Frankenstein, the 
musical. 

I am doing eight shows a week 
singing and dancing and working 
with Mel Brooks. So from that point 
of view it's bizarre. I find myself 
going, 'Wow, I'm working with one of 
the greatest living film-comedy guys 
in the world! 


After that you're off to 
Australia on tour and then 
back to the UK - do you like 
to keep busy?

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Learn to love your wrinkles 


Embracing the ageing process can be a positive 
experience - if you choose to see it that way. 
Psychotherapist Thomas Moore talks to LIZ CONNOR 
about the richness that can come with getting older 


D O YOU flinch when you blow 
out the candles on your 
birthday cake? Or 
surreptitiously keep the date 
hidden from your friends 
and colleagues? You may have a 
touch of 'gerascophobia' - and no, it's 
not a tropical disease - it's actually 
the fear of getting old. 

Stereotypes tell us that ageing is 
not something to look forward to. It 
leaves us depressed, lonely, 
dependent, comically incapable of 
using smartphones, and prone to 
boring everyone around the dinner 
table with outdated stories. The 
cosmetics industry further instils 
dread, with constant reminders that 
ageing is something that should be 
secretly battled with expensive 
products and regimes. 

"There are plenty of reasons to fear 
ageing," says Thomas Moore, who 
lived as a Catholic monk for 12 years 
before leaving to become a 
psychotherapist. "[There's the] fear of 
losing health and physical ability, but 
also the sense of mortality that is all 
part of the process.” 

Thomas has long studied the 
emotional effects of ageing, and now 
offers a fresh and uplifting vision on 
the fear of growing old in his new 
book. Ageless Soul. According to him, 
as we grow older, we may gain more 
imperfections, but we become more 
enriched and complex individuals. 

COMPLAINING ABOUT AGE 
IS THE FIRST PITFALL 

WE'VE all had those days where 
we've been hit with disbelief at the 
date on the calendar, wondering how 
it could be a decade since our 
favourite film was released, or several 
more since a major life event - but 
dwelling on a 'dreaded' number will 
simply throw you into a spiral of 
negativity. 

"If you fight [getting older] and 
complain about its downside, you 
may be miserable for the rest of your 
life, because ageing is the one thing 
that doesn't get better," says Thomas. 
"If you can see the wrinkles forming 
in the mirror and be at peace with 
it now, then you'll be equally 
calm about it in five years' 
time. 

"Keep working against 
ageing, and before long 
you will have lost the * 

battle,” says Thomas. * ^ 

"The secret to ageing is 
to face the loss of 
youthful beauty and 
strength, and from there 
use all of the resources 
we have to be creative, 
positive and optimistic." 

AGEING IS A VERB 

IE you thought growing old 
didn't require effort, you're 



wrong. According to Thomas, ageing 
is a skill you need to cultivate, and 
fighting against time prohibits you 
from learning it properly. 

"Ageing is an activity,” he says. "It is 
something that you do, not 
something that happens. When you 
age - active verb - you are proactive. 

"If you really age, you become a 
better person. 

"We tend to see time as a line that 
inevitably moves along 
monotonously, like a conveyor belt 
in a factory. But life isn't so 
mechanical.” 


AGEING GIVES US 
BETTER VANTAGE POINT 

"I don't worry about getting old - 
because I feel that my job is to 
respond to life, and not to control it,” 
says Thomas, who is now 77. 

Writing his book helped him to 
focus on matters he hadn't previously 
thought much about, he reflects. "I 
never thought so clearly before how 
ageing makes us naturally equipped 
for contemplation, making art, and 
learning things that are outside the 
usual curriculum. 

I like the idea of following the signs 


that ageing brings, to slow down and 
tell my story.” 

ACCEPT YOUR IMPERFECTIONS 
THE JAPANESE WAY 

THE Japanese have a very handy 
word that's good to revisit when 
you're steeling yourself against the 
approach of a 'milestone birthday,' or 
scrolling wistfully through legions of 
bronzed models on Instagram: it's 
called 'Wabi-Sabi! 

"Wabi-Sabi is the Japanese 
aesthetic in which imperfection, age, 
brokenness, and run-down

■ Don't surrender yourself 
to an ageist culture that 
can't appreciate the value 
of experience and 
knowledge. Make a point 
not to fit in, and stand up 
for your age, whatever it is.

appearance are considered 
beautiful,” says Thomas. 

"This is not strange to the modern 
eye, which also appreciates furniture 
that has dents, scratches, and fading 
paint.” 

Think of how pleasing a weathered 
barn can be; this isn't entirely unlike 
a person who has lived a full life. 

"We too may develop dents and 
scratches, and we too may be 
beautiful nonetheless,” says Thomas. 
"As we go through both the satisfying 
and unsettling experiences of our 
unfolding lives, it helps to keep a 
simple phrase in mind: 'The beauty 
of imperfection!” 

SADNESS IS PART OF 
THE LEARNING PROCESS 

LOOKING in the mirror and spotting 
a grey hair can spark panic, and 
Thomas says it's OK to mourn the 
loss of youth and good looks. 

"Melancholy is an old word for 
sadness - it's a natural aspect of 
ordinary living; it is not a disease or 
an aberration. 

"Depression a modern word that 
implies an illness that can be treated 
with drugs, but you don't get 
medicine for melancholy.” 

However much we may dislike 
seeing wrinkles on our foreheads or 
bags under our eyes, feeling sad 
about the physical effects of time is 
all part of the growing process, he 
says. 

"It makes sense that we feel sad 
about ageing. We lose many good 
qualities and abilities, but it's good to 
remember that we pick up new 
capacities gained from our 
experience and learning.”

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Fashion guru Susannah Constantine found fame with Trinny Woodall on TV's What Not To Wear series. She 
tells GABRIELLE FAGAN how childhood experiences are the inspiration behind her new direction

I T'S EASY to assume that 
Susannah Constantine has led a 
charmed life. She dated both 
Princess Margaret's son, David 
I Linley, and Pakistani cricketer 
Imran Khan in her youth. She also 
enjoyed a glamorous career in 
fashion PR and journalism, before 
finding fame presenting TV 
makeover programme What Not to 
Wear with Trinny Woodall. 

'The posh fashionistas who gave 
forthright advice about everything 
from 'saddlebags' to flat chests, were 
renowned for their 'boob 
grabsj had spin-off shows ^, 

in eight countries and 
bestselling books in their 
millions. But after seven 
years, their popularity 
waned. 

"We tried to keep the 
partnership going and to 
get more television work but 
nobody was interested. We 
both went into a stage of 
mourning afterwards, 
because it was such a huge 
part of our lives. 1 lost 
confidence and felt like, 

'F**k, who am 1? What am 1 
doing?"' admits Susannah, 

55, who's chatting to me in her 
rambling Sussex mansion. 

In reality, for the fashion guru, the 
end of her high-profile TV career in 
2008 was actually the second time in 
her life that she's had to reinvent 
herself. Painfully shy, anxious and 
prone to panic attacks because of a 
childhood marred by her mother's 
manic depression, it wasn't until she 
left home in her late teens that 
Susannah was truly able to blossom 
and discover her own identity. 

It's these early traumatic 
experiences that she's drawn on as 
material for her new career as a 
novelist. Tier debut fiction book. 
After 'The Snow, tells the story of an 
11-year-old growing up with a 
mentally ill parent. 

"There's a lot of me in the book. In 
so many ways 1 had a privileged 
upbringing and my mother was 
amazing, but her illness ran through 
our lives like a destructive 
thread. 1 remember 
waking up with a 
snowball of dread in my 
stomach just wondering 
how she'd be each 
day," she recalls. 

"Sometimes 
she'd be manic 
and gabbling so 
fast that you 
couldn't 
understand 
her, while at 
other times, 
she'd be '■ 

paranoid people 
were threatening us. 

Sometimes she'd lapse 
into depression where 
she was like a ghost. 

You could see the pain 
and anguish in her face, 
which was almost like 
her silently pleading for 
someone to make her 
feel better. 

"She made numerous

suicide attempts and was in and out 
of psychiatric hospitals. Tier sudden, 
unexplained disappearances [to 
hospital] left me with a fear of 
abandonment. That early, ingrained 
anxiety about her left me vulnerable 
to panic attacks." 

Tier "worst moment" 
came when she visited 
her mother after one 
of her suicide 
attempts. "She was in a 
hospital bed, 
i connected to tubes 
'1 and was clearly 
terrified and 
confused. She was 
.1 reaching out to me, 

YU trying to escape. It was 
,/ harrowing seeing her 
i j like that and not be able 
to help her." 

Unaware until she 
was 15 that her mother 
was ill - "my father was 
in denial and in those 
V days, that sort of thing 
wasn't understood 
\ or even discussed" 
she veered from 
\ "being 

constantly 
watchful, 
anxious 



and trying to keep her safe" to 
"angry, because 1 thought wrongly 
for a long time that she could control 
what she did'! 

"1 retreated into an imaginary 
world where 1 made up stories. 1 saw 
the illness as a demonic monster 
and 1 was a little girl trying to save 
her mother from its clutches." 

"It was only when 1 left home in 
my late teens 1 felt somehow freed of 
the burden of responsibility for my 
mother and was able to focus on 
myself, decide who 1 wanted to be, 
and embrace life. It was a release in 
a way." 

She has combined her continuing 
career in fashion with working on 
her debut novel over the past seven 
years, even plotting part of it while 
in 2015, appearing in TV's I'm A 
Celebrity... Get Me Out Of Here! 

Writing it was a cathartic 
experience, says Susannah: "I don't 
want my childhood to sound like a 
sob story, because it definitely 
wasn't. 'The book's a tribute to my 
mother because her gift to me was 
making me strong, self-sufficient 
and showing me how to empathise 
with people." 

However, there was one negative 
legacy from her childhood: her fear 
that she would inherit the illness. 


Susannah confides: "I was 
absolutely terrified I had the same 
gene - my mother and I looked alike 
- and that at some point the illness 
would develop. It wasn't until I 
became a mother that I felt I could 
allow myself to believe I was going 
to be alright, because the illness 
usually occurs earlier in life." 

These days, Susannah enjoys 
family life in Sussex with her Danish 
husband Sten Bertelsen, and their 
three children, Joe, 18, Esme, 16, 
and Cece, 13. Her friendship with 
Trinny is stronger than ever, too. 

"When we met [in 1994] I felt I'd 
found a piece of me that was 
missing. It was the same for her. I'd 
never have had the career I have 
now without her. She's like a sister to 
me. We talk all the time and 
socialise as couples - me and Sten 
with her and Charles [Saatchi]. It's 
lovely to see her so happy. 

"We had such an amazing time on 
the What Not To Wear shows. It was 
fantastic. I have such happy 
memories of those years. It was so 
brilliant seeing women emerge from 
layers of baggy or unflattering 
clothes they'd been hiding in. It was 
really about helping them find their 
inner confidence, rather than a new 
wardrobe of clothes," she explains. 

Today, Susannah herself happily 
"slobs" around at home in jeans and 
baggy jumpers - the 'uniform' of the 
middle-aged women the pair took to 
task on their shows. "Of course, it's 
nice to dress up occasionally; I 
always do when I meet Trinny - 
otherwise she tells me off! But I love 
the fact that these days, people talk 
to me about what I've achieved - the 
book or my fashion projects - rather 
than focusing on my appearance. I 
feel content with who I am and I'm 
comfortable in my own skin."

W HEN 1 arrive for my 
Tuscan masterclass, 
Giancarlo Caldesi is 
whisking custard. He 
motions me over to 
sniff it, fragrant with saffron, before 
explaining - in great detail - the art 
of using cling film to seal in the 
warmth of the custard and avoid it 
growing a thick, school dinner-style 
skin. The man is all about detail, 
and all about cooking with emotion. 

The Tuscan-born chef and his 
wife Katie, a cookery writer and 
former artist - who is stirring a bowl 
of ricotta and icing sugar, puffs of it 
dancing off the spoon - met in 1997. 
Two decades on, they have two

Caldesi and Caffe Caldesi, and their 
own Italian cookery school. 

But today, they are buzzing 
around their slick teaching kitchen, 
showing me how to make a whole 
menu's worth of dishes from their 
latest cookbook, Tuscany. It is their 
fifth book in a series that each take 
one Italian region as their focus; 
they've already covered the Amalfi 
Coast, Venice, Rome and Sicily.

Homegrown vegetables are key in 
traditional Tuscan cuisine. 

Giancarlo was born and raised in 
Montepulciano Stazione, near the 
Umbrian border Katie explains, 
while her husband shows me 
(repeatedly) howto scoop the egg 
white-rich batter of a batch of Sienese 
almond biscuits into quenelles using 
two spoons, breaking off every now 
and again to scold me for being too 
rough with them ("You must be 
gentle," he cries). 

"They only ate organic, seasonal, 
fresh, homegrown food," Katie says, 
describing her husband's child¬ 
hood. "Giancarlo's mother would 
cook in a cauldron over a Are - we 
still have it, we serve pasta in it at 
parties." 

It sounds idyllic, but it was a way 
of living dictated by poverty, 
combined with the tradition of 
eating what you've grown yourself. 

Later, Katie gets me started on a 
sweet Swiss chard tart - yes, a 
greens stuffed dessert. "It's a 
traditional recipe from Lucca," she 
says, explaining how post-war 
poverty led to people bulking out 
dishes, savoury and sweet, with 
vegetables that were more available. 

Italian cooking takes time, 
patience and care 

As fun as he is, Giancarlo takes his 
food seriously: "In Italy there is a 
feeling to the food - you can tell if 
an Italian chef made it or not," he 
says. "You cannot be English in 
Italy, you must go with the flow. 

"If you can't embrace the culture," 
he adds thoughtfully, "you can't 
embrace the food." 

It would be tough to not embrace 
food like this.

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It was the dash of the 
Hollywood divas when 
Bette Davis and Joan 
Crawford appeared in 
horror thriller Whatever 
Happened To Baby 
Jane? MARION 
MCMULLEN looks at 
the insults that flew 
when the cameras 
stopped rolling 

HE best time I ever had 
with Joan Crawford was 
H when I pushed her down 
H the stairs in Whatever 
H Happened To Baby 
Jane?" Bette Davis once exclaimed 
with glee. 

The 1962 movie saw the two 
Hollywood heavyweights playing 
sisters who hated each other's guts, 
but were forced to live together in a 
decaying mansion. 

Joan Crawford first came across the 
novel of the same name and realised 
she had found the perfect part for 
herself playing an actress who is left 
paraplegic after a car accident. But 
she needed to bring her bitter 
Hollywood rival Bette Davis on board 
to play her character's former child 
star sister. 

Jessica Lange and Susan Sarandon 
play the two Hollywood legends in 
BBC2's Feud: Bette And Joan this 
month. The drama explores how the 
two stars endured ageism, sexism 
and misogyny while struggling to 
hang on to success and fame in the 
twilight of their careers. 

But there was certainly no love lost 
between the two. Joan once said of 
Bette: "Take away the pop eyes, the 
cigarette and those funny clipped 
words and what have you got?" 

While Bette came back with: "Why 
am 1 so good at playing b^'^ches? 1 
think it's because I'm not a b'^'^ch. 
Maybe that's why [Joan Crawford] 
always plays ladies." 

She also famously claimed: "She 
has slept with every male star at 
MGM except Lassie." 

Joan, though, had insults down to a 
fine art and once said of working with 
Bette: "Sure, she stole some of my big 
scenes, but the funny thing is, when 1 
see the movie again, she stole them 
because she looked like a parody of 
herself, and 1 still looked like 
something of a star." 

Joan and Bette were each offered a 
share of the profits for the movie, so 
were heavily invested in making the 
film a success. They eventually both 
made more than a million dollars 
each when Whatever Happened To 
Baby Jane? triumphed at the box 
office. 

Joan was once asked if she hid 
weights on her body so that Bette 
would have a hard time lifting her 
from a bed in one scene. "Weights," 
she cried, "and have Bette tell 
everyone 1 was as heavy as an 
elephant. Absolutely not. 1 may not 
have made it as easy for her to lift me 
out of the bed as 1 could have, at least 
at first, but when you're a pro you get 




over any animosity you may feel and 
help your fellow player out. It simply 
didn't happen." 

And Bette declared: "If you want a 
thing well done, get a couple of old 
broads to do it." 

But she also admitted: "1 have been 
uncompromising, peppery, intracta¬ 
ble, monomaniacal, tactless, volatile 


and oft times disagreeable. 1 suppose 
I'm larger than life. [Joan] and J have 
never been warm friends. We are not 
simpatico. J admire her and yet J feel 
uncomfortable with her. To me, she is 
the personification of the Movie Star. 

1 have always felt her greatest 
performance is Crawford being 
Crawford." 


Her rival was not impressed when 
it was Bette and not herself who was 
later awarded the Best Actress Oscar 
for the film saying: "She acted like it 
was a one-woman show after they 
nominated her. What was 1 supposed 
to do, let her hog all the glory, act like 
1 hadn't even been in the movie? She 
got the nomination. 1 didn't 


begrudge her that, but it would have 
been nice if she'd been a little 
gracious in interviews and given me a 
little credit. 1 would have done it for 
her." 

Bette's career before the film had 
been in a slump and she even took 
out full-page advertisements in the 
trade press asking for work. But she 
always insisted: "Until you're known 
in my profession as a monster, you're 
not a star." 

Joan agreed saying: "You have to be 
self-reliant and strong to survive in 
this town. Otherwise you will be 
destroyed." 

Still she could not resist taking a 
swipe on Bette Davis and her 1952 
movie The Star. "1 had heard she was 
supposed to be playing me, but 1 
didn't believe it. Did you see the 
picture? It couldn't possibly be me. 
Bette looked so old, and so dreadfully 
overweight." 

But Bette had the last word when 
Joan passed away in 1977. "You 
should never say bad things about 
the dead, you should only say good... 
Joan Crawford is dead. Good."

We've already scoped out the best 
buys on the high street; all you need 
to do is choose your favourites, and 
then pop on some carols and set the 
scene... 

SET A SILVER SHIMMER 

"Forget any minimalist tendencies 
and go all out with the glamour and 
sparkle this Christmas. Gold or silver 
are festive favourites, but this year, 
also consider introducing dark, 
moody tones," says Clare Harris, 
managing director at Talking Tables 
(talkingtables.co.uk).

season - when we dress up in 
winter woollies and our 
breath turns to fog as we step 
outdoors - it's a time for 
hope.

It's a very basic symbiotic 
way of working with nature. 

The gardening industry has 
always embraced seeds, cross¬ 
breeding plants and looking for 
new and better varieties - 
stronger, taller, greener or more 
colourful. So every year there's 
a new crop of goodies for us to 
be inspired by, and while the 
outside is cold now, once the 
seasons change, the soil will 
warm up and welcome the 
seeds which in turn will 
germinate and change into 
beautiful plants. 

Here's my pick of the bunch 
- and bear in mind they will 
also make excellent stocking- 
filler presents for Christmas. 

Plant World Seeds (plant-world- 
seeds.com, 01803 872939) in Devon 
is always a good source for rare and 
unusual seeds. 

Emilia Scarlet Magic is a half-hardy 
annual which produces a great 
profusion of sprays of fluffy, scarlet

tassels, blooming on the tops of tall 
thin stems which sway in the breeze 
all summer, from June to September. 

Colloquially known as Irish Poet 
(the blooms said to resemble red 
hair), they would look super in a 
naturalistic scheme with grasses. 



Poppy lovers 
will like 

Roemeria hybrida, 
which has papery violet 
flowers opening to anthers delicately 
dusted in sky-blue pollen and deeply 
divided foliage reminiscent of the 
Californian poppy. 

Another favourite place to shop is 
Chiltern Seeds (chilternseeds.co.uk, 
01491 824675). 

New for 2018 is a beautiful poppy 
called 'Black Swan' with dark purple, 
frizzy-petalled double flowers with 
green-grey foliage. 

There's a lovely variety of tobacco 
plant, Nicotiana 'Starlight Dancer' 
with pretty white flowers which will 
dance in the breeze, borne on tall 
slender stems. 

Zinnia fans will like its 'Cupid 
Mixture,' a collection of small

spray them off so you don't 
have to face them in the 
spring. 

■ Have you put all your 
garden furniture indoors or 
covered it up? In the 
garage, it can be cleaned or 
rubbed with oil as 
necessary, or given a fresh 
lick of paint.

A Hi Frank. Hydrangeas grow 
very well from cuttings. Do 
this in summer with softwood 


or semi-ripe cuttings, or now 
with hardwood cuttings 
(juvenile stems are soft but 
harden with age over the 
summer). 

In all cases, you need to cut 
a robust-looking, non¬ 
flowering shoot about six 


inches in length for hardwood. 

You cut just below a leaf 
node, which is where you find 
the greatest concentration of 
growth hormones. A gritty 
compost is best - ground or 
pot is fine for hardwood - and 
yes, keep them watered.

MALUS 'RED SENTINEL 

Looking for a small tree for 
your front garden which has 
long seasonal interest? 

This crab apple will only 
reach six metres at maturity, 
so will make a good specimen 
tree for smaller plots.

scarlet fruits which persist on 
the tree through midwinter.

Fit a water butt 
to collect and 
store rainwater 


I f you're on a water meter - or 
you just care about the planet 
- a water butt is a must for 
keeping that garden lush and 
green in the summer months. 
They're easy to fit and if you 
have the space, you can pop 
one on each rainwater pipe of 
your house. 

Here are my tips for fitting a 
rainwater butt... 

THERE ARE LOTS OF PIPES OUTSIDE 
MY HOUSE - WHICH ONES DO I USE? 

It is generally considered good 
practice to fit most buildings in the 
UK with roofs! Rain falls on roofs and 
collects in guttering, which then flows 
into downpipes and either soaks away 
in the surrounding ground or is piped 
away as waste. 

Your downpipes are easy to recog¬ 
nise, as, if you look up at your roof, 
they are connected to your guttering. 
Do not get them mixed up with your 
soil pipes (which carry waste from 
your sinks, baths and toilets and into 


the sewer) - your water butt will still 
fill up, but you won't want to spread 
the result on your garden. 

Rain water pipes are usually 
65-68mm in diameter for houses in 
the UK, soil downpipes are 100mm. 

This guide will show you how to 
connect to PVC pipes, which are the 
most common type. 

If you're choosing which downpipe 
to connect to, use one that gets its rain 
from a large portion of the roof - you 
won't fill a water butt up that quickly 
from a porch roof, for example. 

But if you want to, you can also fix a 
butt to sheds, greenhouses and 
garages - as long as they have gutter¬ 
ing. 

KIT LIST YOU'LL NEED TO BUILD A 
WATER BUTT 

To do this job you will need: 

A water butt (with stand, to raise it 
off the ground) 

A water butt diverter kit, to match 
your downpipe 

A tape measure 


A spirit level 

A hack saw 

A drill with a 25mm bit 

A rubber mallet (or block of wood 
and a hammer) 

A concrete paving slab and sharp 
sand (if fitting on an uneven surface) 

BE SURE TO RAISE YOUR BUTT 
OFF THE GROUND 

Depending on how much space you 
have, you can buy water butts that 
hold various volumes of water, from 
25 litres up to over 500 litres. Slim 
ones are easy to come by and will fit 
discreetly down a side passage. 

Most butts will be in the 100-120 
litre range and are perfectly ade¬ 
quate. But no matter what sort you 
get, they need to be mounted on a 
solid surface and be high enough 
from the ground to be able to get a 
watering can or a bucket underneath. 

Most water butts have a compatible 
stand or staging that they come with, 
otherwise you can easily pick one up. 

Remember, a litre of water weighs 


1kg, so depend¬ 
ing on what 
capacity you 
buy, your stand 
will need to 
potentially 
carry quite a lot 
of weight. 

If you are 
situating your 
water butt on 
an already 

solid surface, — . 

you can place 

the staging directly onto this. If you 
are putting the water butt on some¬ 
thing less than solid (a flower bed, for 
example) you'll need to lay a paving 
slab nice and level. 

To lay a level paving slab, clear away 
the loose soil where you want your 
slab to go, loosely spread 50-75mm of 
sharp sand and gently lay the slab on 
the sand. 

Put a spirit level on the slab and tap 
it down with a rubber mallet (or lump 
of wood if you don't have one) until 


it's firmly set in place. 

The connector pipes for water butt 
diverters are usually 50cm long, so try 
not to set your butt further away from 
the downpipe than this. 

FITTING THE DIVERTER 

Once your staging or stand is set, you 
can plonk (technical term) the water 
butt on top of it and fit the piping. 

Your butt will come with a tap 
fitting, which goes at the bottom and 
will be fairly easy to screw into place 
- make sure you tighten it up well, or 
you'll have a slow drip that will 
empty the butt annoyingly quickly. 

Now you can fit the diverter. This is 
the piece of equipment that takes 
water from the downpipe and 
channels it into the butt. 

It's very important that the diverter 
is attached to the downpipe below the 
top level of your water butt, or once 
the butt is full with rain, the butt will 
overflow, rather than allowing the 
water to just continue down the 
downpipe. 

Using your spirit 
level, mark the top 
of the rim of your 
water butt against 
the downpipe. 
Measure 3cm down 
from here and cut 
through your down- 
pipe with a hack saw 
(try to make the cut 
as level as possible). 
Pull the two ends of 
downpipe apart and 
insert the diverter, 
then push them back 
into place. 

Measure 5cm 
down from your cut 
in the downpipe and 
use the spirit level to 
, mark this on the 
water butt - this is the 
height you'll need to drill the hole in 
the butt to connect the other end of 
the diverter. It should say on the 
diverter packet what diameter drill bit 
to use, but they are usually around 
25mm. 

Connect the pipe to the butt, clear 
up, run back indoors and wait 
patiently for it to rain. 

1 guarantee that fitting a water butt 
will give you a frustrating week of per¬ 
fect weather while you wait for it to 
fill up.

I t’s become much colder. And, 
if long range forecasts are 
right, next year will start with 
new thermometer lows.

But some will notice this 
double winter whammy less 
than others. They’re the ones who 
have weatherproofed their homes. 

You don’t need to spend much - 
almost everything is an easy do-it- 
yourself job - and you’ll save on bills 
as well as being warm and cosy. 

Many homes have radiators on 
outside walls, often under windows. 
The idea is to heat cold spots - but 
radiators generally pump out as much 
heat into the wall as into the room. 

One solution is tin foil. You could 
get away with the stuff you’ll use for 
your Christmas turkey and some 
sticky tape, but to do the job properly, 
buy specialist reflective 
radiator foil. Wilko, for 
instance, sells a 5m x 
50cm roll for £7. 

Some retailers 
offer magnetic 
fittings so you can 
re-use and 
reposition the foil. 

This probably adds 
little if you have 
cavity wall 
insulation, but 
that’s not all homes. 

But if you put soft 
furniture against radiators, 
then all the foil in the world 
won’t help much. Armchairs 
and sofas soak up heat - so push 
them somewhere else if you can. 

Ensure you have the thickest 
curtains you can afford - 
although you can buy special linings 
for thinner drapes. But always pull 
them away during daylight - besides 
saving on lighting bills, even dull days 
produce some warmth from outside. 
Curtains over exterior doors also help. 

If you’re lucky enough to have 
space for a guest bedroom or other 
room you don’t use much, keep the

AT A GLANCE 


T rue Alfa Romeo fans are no doubt 
pleased that the Italian marque has 
not only brought back an up-market 
executive saloon into the market 
place but also revived one of their 
famous model names from the past - the 
Giulia. 

The original 1962 Giulia saloon survived 
until 1977 when it became the Giulietta and 
subsequent versions were labelled the 75, 

155, 156 and finally the 159 before this new 
Giulia arrived which thankfully for many Alfa 
fans returns to rear-wheel drive. 

This new evocative named Giulia, built on 
a new platform, is though now up against 
some heavyweight German opposition in 
this sector, notable the BMW 3 Series, Audi 
A4, Mercedes-Benz C-Class and our own 
laguar XE. 

But as always with any new Alfa Romeo 
car it’s first criteria is about having 
fashionable Italian styling and there’s no 
doubt about it that this new Giulia is 
gorgeous looking and a tad different 
to any other current models out 
there in this sector. 

There’s a choice of two turbo 
diesel or petrol engines and four 
trim levels - Giulia, Super, Speciale 
or Veloce - and on-the-road prices 
range from £29,875 for the two-litre 
200bhp turbo petrol entry-level 
model through to the all singing, all 
dancing 2.9-litre 510bhp Ferrari- 
engined Quadrifolglio version at 
£61,595. 

It’s the 2.2-litre turbo diesel engine 
with a choice of either 148bhp or 
178bhp output which is expected to 
be the most popular here. 


particularly the slightly more powerful which 
having tested it is ideily suited to this 
saloon. 

Incidentally all new Giulia saloons - there’s 
no estate version planned as there was with 
its 159 predecessor - have an eight-speed 
automatic gearbox as standard with no 
manual gearbox being offered here on this 
side of the English Channel. 

With paddle shifts on the steering wheel 
driving the 178bhp Super version tested here 
the gear change up and down is smooth, 
swift and really impressive for those wanting 
to drive it in a sporty manner while leaving it 
normal D for automatic changing again it’s 
responsive, quiet and certainly no slouch. 

The improved driving manner is helped by 
a new electronic power steering system 
which is quicker, giving a better response 
than before and it gives a feeling to the 
driver of ebing more accurate too. 

This particular diesel powered version is 


an entertaining and fun car to drive, offering 
plenty of road grip with little road or wind 
noise at motorway speeds and as all models 
drivers have a choice of driving modes to 
switch to - advanced efficiency, natural and 
dynamic. 

Keeping it in natural mode gives plenty of 
performance and it’s also quiet and refined 
with the torquey 178bhp engine eager to rev 
and respond to the driver’s demands and 
while the ride is on the firm side it won’t 
unhinge those who may prefer a softer ride. 

Even if driven in a more sporty vein as 
tested at times it’s quite remarkable that this 
178bhp engine still returns a decent fuel 
economy figure, dropping only to 52.4mpg, 
and in a slower style this soon crept up to 
58.1mpg. 

Inside the cabin is spacious for a car of 
this magnitude with noticeably good leg 
room in the rear seats for adults - helped no 
doubt by the car’s long wheelbase - and the 
general furnishings and fittings are 

satisfactory even if not quite up to the 
high levels of trim quality seen in its 
German-made rivals. 

The Super trim level comes with a 
mix of black cloth and leather seats, 
aluminium doorsills, sits on 18-inch 
alloy wheels and overall the cabin is 
smart looking and comfortable for the 
occupants. 

There’s now an upgraded 
infotainment system with now an 
eight-inch touch screen with sat nav 
and all the usual controls whilst the 
electric adjustable driver’s seat makes 
it relatively easy to fit whoever is 
sitting behind the steering wheel. 

Boot space is decent too at 480 litres 


although there is quite a high lip to 
overcome when loading and unloading 
while elsewhere inside the car there are 
plenty of cubby holes for storing items. 

The Super 178bhp test car came in at 
£32,990 on the road price but this total crept 
up to £36,720 with several options on board, 
notably £650 for electric seats, £275 for rear 
tinted windows, £255 for run fiat tyres and a 
driver assist pack costing £950 which 
includes rear view camera, parking sensors 
and automatic high beam lights amongst 
others. 

As with any such new car like the Giulia 
with its evocative name it’s down to 
individual buyers to decided on what ’extra’ 
they want on board and in this case I would 
certainly opt for the electric seats and driver 
assist pack which are well worth the extra 
cash outlay. 

Overall it’s great to see Alfa Romeo back in 
the executive saloon with a car that not only 
looks stylish but drives like an Alfa should - 
being fun, sporty and quite exciting when 
the driver insists.

T he perfect all-round 
family car may once 
have been a mid-size 
hatchback from a 
volume 

manufacturer, but times 
have changed. 

There’s a new principal on 
the podium and it’s cool, 
connected and - with all the 
high class extras added on - 
quite costly. 

Enter the new fifth 
generation Land Rover 
Discovery, arguably the best 
vehicle yet to emerge from 
the Solihull stable and as 
adept cruising the lanes and 
motorways of Britain as it is 
squelching through mud and 
clambering over rocks. 

But while the latest Disco 
has enough hardware to 
interest NASA, the 
traditional stuff may not 
now necessarily be the 
model’s greatest selling 
point. 

That’s because the 
Discovery has gone digital in 
a major way, now coming ^ 


choc-a-block with a dizzying 
amount of digital tech for 
the modern family on the 
move. 

That means room for four 
iPads in the centre console, 
mounts for two more on the 
back of the front seats, 12- 
volt power sockets for 
everyone on board, nine 
USB ports and enough Wi-Fi 
to connect eight handheld 
devices. 

And if that’s still not 
enough then there’s the 
InControl Touch Pro 


infotainment system with 
10-inch touchscreen in the 
dash, another pair of screens 
for middle row passengers 
and a smartphone docking 
station. 

Lower slung and longer 
than before, the new 
Discovery is now a full seven 
seater, can tow up to 3.5 
tonnes, has more ground 
clearance and can wade 
through 900mm of water. 

Each of the seven seats can 
accommodate an adult and 
luggage capacity ranges from 


a limited 258 litres with all 
the seats in use to 1,137 
litres as a five seater. Drop 
the lot though and a 
cavernous 2,406 litres opens 
up. 

Buyers have a choice of a 
2.0-litre Ingenium diesel 
engine developing 240bhp 
and the tested Td6 V6 unit 
with 258bhp on tap. There’s 
also a fiery V6 petrol variant. 

The six-cylinder diesel 
works extremely well in a 
vehicle that’s so smooth it 
feels like you’re floating 


through molten Galaxy (the 
chocolate one that is). 

This really is a superb car 
to drive, and with slinky 
movie star looks it’s a far cry 
from the more boxy Discos 
of old. 

Solid performance is 
assured, the eight-speed 
automatic transmission 
seamless and over the course 
of 300 miles of mixed urban, 
motorway and mountain 
driving the Land Rover 
returned a reasonable 30.2 
miles per gallon. 


Go for the top notch HSE 
Luxury trim, with its 
associated tab of £64,195, 
and you can stretch out for a 
massage in Espresso Latte 
coloured perforated leather 
seats with ivory panelling 
plus a lengthy list of 
standard goodies. 

They include a chilled 
centre console, a double 
glovebox and even a hidden 
compartment behind the air- 
con controls in the 
dashboard. 

Ideal for a drive into the 
rough stuff - where the 
Disco’s Terrain Response 
system now automatically 
sets up the vehicle for 
optimum traction. 

It also has specialist cruise 
control which pulls the 
vehicle at safe speeds over 
hazardous surfaces, to the 
point that on a snow covered 
road all the driver has to do 
is steer. 

Smart stuff from a car that 
continues to prove a game- 
changer. 
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TEST DRIVE: Fiat Spider 124 Lusso Plus by John Murdoch 

ALONG CAME A SPIDER 



S luck would have it 
a roadster arrived 
during a week of 
near constant rain 
so I was unable to 
sample the delights of Fiat’s 
124 Spider with the roof 
down for even five minutes. 

However, I still managed 
to enjoy my time with the 
Spider which marks the 
Italian brand’s return to the 
two-seater roadster market 


after a gap of more than ten 
years. 

The Spider is built in 
Hiroshima, Japan alongside 
Mazda’s excellent MX-5 and 
shares its platform and most 
of its mechanicals. 

As a result it features 
fantastic rear-wheel-drive 
handling and provides 
superb driving pleasure. 

The Spider’s styling is 
more rounded and less sharp 


than its Mazda cousin and 
every exterior panel is 
changed. The Spider has a 
retro touch to its looks and it 
also features Fiat’s own 
MultiAir turbocharged 
engine. 

It is slightly longer than the 
MX-5 and manages to look 
substantially different thanks 
to its large front grille, longer 
overhangs and flatter sides. 

The changes give the Fiat 
its own sense of style and 
identity but the essentials 
are all taken from the Mazda 
- and that is no bad thing as 
the car is solidly built and 
fun to drive. 

The Italian flavour sits 
under the stylish bonnet in 
the shape of Fiat’s 138bhp 
1.4-litre Multi/Vir engine. It 
may not rev in the same way 
as the naturally aspirated 1.5 
and 2.0-litre units which 
feature in the Mazda but it 
does perform as well as the 
latter. 

The engine is mated to an 
excellent six-speed gearbox 


and thanks to its torque 
output it doesn’t have to be 
worked hard to get the best 
out of its performance. 

Unlike the Mazda the Spider 
is available in the UK with an 
automatic gearbox. 

The Italian engine makes a 
decent noise and combined 
with the raspy exhaust it 
makes you feel as if you are 
driving a quicker performer. 

Official figures claim the 
Fiat will cover the 0-62mph 
sprint in just 7.5 seconds and 
go on to a top speed of 
134mph. It feels faster thanks 
to the mid-range torque and 
this also helps to make it a 
more relaxing cruiser. 

The ride also feels more 
supple than in the Mazda 
thanks to suspension 
adjustments and the Spider 
deals well with lumps and 
bumps. 

The steering is quick and 
accurate and is nicely 
weighted while the brakes 
provide excellent stopping 
power. Inside the compact 


cabin is almost identical to 
the MX-5, although Fiat has 
opted to use some slightly 
different and softer 
materials. 

The sporty dash is 
dominated by a central 
touchscreen infotainment 
system and there are a 
couple of storage 
compartments. 

The boot offers 240 litres of 
space and will take a couple 


of soft weekend bags, while 
the manually-operated fabric 
roof is shared with the 
Mazda and can easily be 
opened and closed even on 
the move. 

It is a bit strange to think 
that Mazda is building the 
only serious alternative to its 
own massively successful 
roadster leaving buyers to 
make their choice mainly on 
the styling.

AT A GLANCE 


HEN it comes to 
trends in the 
world of motoring 
few have been 
stronger than the 
current one for SUVs and 
crossovers. 

But one of the drawbacks 
of that is that is buying a 
model which is identical to 
huge numbers of others on 
virtually every public car 
park in every town in the 
country. 

To find something which is 
good, which stands out from 
the crowd and gives you a 
sense of individuality isn’t 
always easy. And this is 
where the Mitsubishi ASX 
comes in. 

It’s a car which sells more 
to people in the know than 
to the mass market so 
buying one means that - 
unlike with the Nissan 
Qashqai for example - you 
have little chance of parking 
next to one of its siblings 
every time you go to the 
supermarket. 

Design-wise the ASX is a 
winner, particularly since its 
2015 makeover, thanks to its 
high stance, sharp lines, and 
dramatic grille. 

This particular model in 
lightening blue with cream 
leather upholstery certainly 


proved to be a winner with 
everyone who took a close 
look at it thanks to a very 
vivid exterior and very up¬ 
market interior. 

The ASX is available in 
four trim levels and with a 
choice of either two or four- 
wheel-drive. 

Even the entry level ASX 2 
comes well equipped, but 
step up to the ASX 5 tested 
here and you get all the bells 
and whistles including all- 
wheel-drive, Nappa leather 
seats and LED mood lighting 


- not to mention blue tinted 
puddle lighting. 

But it doesn’t stop there. 
There’s a vast panoramic 
glass sun roof with electric 
blind, keyless entry and start, 
satellite navigation and 
heated seats all round. 

A seven-inch centrally set 
touch screen gives easy 
access to a host of on-board 
features and also doubles up 
as the monitor for the 
reversing camera which 
allows you to go backwards 
in ultimate safety. 


Power comes from a 2.2- 
litre diesel engine mated to a 
six-speed automatic gearbox 
which, unusually today, still 
uses a dogleg system for the 
gear shift. 

There are aluminium 
paddles behind the steering 
wheel - matching the new- 
look aluminium foot pedals - 
for manual gearchanges 
when you want to take total 
control although this 
seamless auto box works 
very well so there were few 
times when I used them. 


The 147bhp engine has 
plenty of pulling power but I 
did find it a little noisier than 
I would have expected. 

Despite a slightly soft 
suspension there is little roll 
on the ASX and I really 
enjoyed its handling and 
road holding. It has 
characteristics all of its own 
which when you get used to 
them allows you to push on 
hard at speed to give 
rewarding driving. 

With a heritage for off¬ 
road driving like Mitsubishi’s 


you would expect the four- 
wheel-drive version of the 
ASX to be well equipped for 
the rough stuff and it is. 

With the simple push of a 
button near the gear shift 
you can change from two- 
wheel-drive - the most 
economic mode - to four- 
wheel-drive automatic or 
when the going gets really 
tough four-wheel-drive lock. 

Even in four-wheel-drive 
automatic the sensitive 
system can alter the drive 
from 98 per cent to the front 
wheels and just two per cent 
to the rear to a full 50 per 
cent to both front and rear 
depending upon the 
vehicle’s needs, so ASX 
owners need have no fear of 
a bad winter. 

Passengers get more than 
adequate leg room and the 
boot area will accommodate 
419 litres of luggage with the 
seats in the upright position 
and 1,193 litres with them 
down and there is also 
additional space for small 
items beneath the boot floor. 

In short the ASX offers a 
sensible all-round package 
with enjoyable driving and 
the reassurance of being able 
to leave the highway when 
you want to - without 
getting stuck.
